The Story of SPENCER WALDRON, 
Banker-Orchardist, Calhoun Co., Illinois 
reads like a romance.

For 20 years the Starks had searched for a large late keeping yellow 
apple as good in quality and as satisfactory in tree as Stark Delicious. 

The first “clue” came to us one April day some years ago. Three 
wonderful yellow apples reached us from a West Virginia mountaineer- 
orchardist—who wrote that they were a new, heretofore unknown, 
variety. 

The second “clue” came when my brother, Major L. C. Stark, bit 
into one of the (Golden apples. The flavor amazed him. They looked 
like Grimes Golden—but tasted like Stark Delicious! They were 
shaped like Stark Delicious. And they were in perfect condition in 
April! Grimes Golden would have been rotted and gone months 

before. .

That fall the writer started on “The Trail of the Golden Apple.” 

A 1,000-mile railroad trip, plus a 20-mile horse-back ride through 
West Virginia mountain wilds, brought me to the farm of Mr. A. H. 
Mullins, on whose place this Golden Apple tree had grown—no one 
knew how. 

Back of the house I saw an orchard. But—here came the dismal 
disappointment! Every tree I could see was nothing but wild seed¬ 
lings—miserable runts. 

Dejected and sick at heart, I turned around to leave—when— 
I SAW IT! 

There, looming forth in the midst of the small, leafless, barren 
trees, was a tree with rich green foliage that looked as if it had been 
transported from the Garden of Eden.

ing, golden apples. 

I started for it on the run. A fqar bothered me, “Suppose it’s just 
a Grimes (jolden tree after all!” I came closer and I saw the apples 
were 50 per cent larger than Grimes Golden. I plucked one and bit 
into its crisp, tender, juicy-laden flesh. Eureka! I had found it. 
The long sought for perfect, yellow apple had been discovered. The 
“Trail of the Ckilden Apple” had reached a successful end. 

And, just as I had eaten my apple, core and all, I turned to see 
Mr, Mullins, with an “I-told-you-so” smile on his face, climbing the 
hill to welcome me.

Many scientific horticulturists are skeptical 
of alleged Bud Sports that originate as whole 
trees. Where it originates as a single limb, 
they know it to be a true bud sport—one 
which will always reproduce its valuable char¬ 
acteristics.

“When an entire tree shows the variation, 
one almost must assume that the variation 
is due to local soil conditions or to the stock

Fall Soils Warm and Moist 

Soils are warmer in the fall than in 
the spring and trees transplanted then 
m the warm, mellow, workable fall soils 
start root growth almost at once and by

ea. Just as soon as the first spring sun¬ 
shine hits them they start growth. This 
gives one ov two months longer growing 
season the first summer and insures 
stronger and heavier growth. 

Smaller Loss—More Growing 
Satisfaction 

Trees planted in the fall after the 
leaves drop are perfectly dormant and 
there is a very short period between the 
time they are lifted from the nursery 
until transplanted to the orchard. This 
means little loss and more growing satis¬ 
faction and looking toward the time 
when the trees are to fruit it should 
mean stronger trees, better bearing, and 
more profit. Trees transplanted as 
above during the fall have a distinct 
advantage over trees dug from the same 
block and planted with the same care 
during the late spring. 

Excessive Spring Rains and Spring 
Drouths Both Cause Loss 

There are two extremes in the spring 
that have caused lots of loss to tree 
planters—heavy spring rains and early 
spring drouths—either is dangerous. 
By planting in the fall and letting the 
trees become established during the 
winter a large part of this danger is 
done away with and by planting in the 
fall, expensive watering of the trees 
during the dry spring season is eliminat¬ 
ed_less hard work and less expense. 


planters now plant only during the Pall months. 

There are many reasons for this change. In the first place, 
the average man on the farm has more time to devote to 
planting trees in the fall than he has in the spring. Spring 
work, which generally keeps the farmer tremendously busy, 
often does not leave sufficient time for the planting of trees 
and too often this important work is neglected entirely or 
given too little care, which might result in a poor stand or in- 

average man on the farm can 
best spare the time to plant the trees properly. 


Little Loss From Fall Planting 

Fall planting often saves the grower 
money because a larger percentage of 
the trees will live. If trees are planted 
nroperly and carefully during the fall 
there is generally very little loss—^very 
few trees die. Dry spring seasons often 
cause considerable loss because spring 
planted orchards have not established 
themselves and sometimes cannot with¬ 
stand early Spring dry weather 


Established Roots Can Feed Early 
Spring Top Growth 

When trees are planted in the fall the 
roots have taken hold—are established 
before the spring buds begin to appear 
and this established root system is suf¬ 
ficient to take care of the top growth 
from the date it starts to grow. 

When the tree digger is run under the 
trees, there are, of course, some ends of 
roots cut off or bruised. If these trees 
are transplanted promptly the healing 
process begins at once and mother 
will have these small wounds 
calloused over and ready for growth by 
early spring. This is another tremen¬ 
dous advantage. 


12 Reasons for Fall Planting

In the spring the average farmer is 
working from early to late in the usual 
spring-time work—land must be pre¬ 
pared for corn and planting done, oats 
sowed, garden made and the usual hun¬ 
dred and one things that must be at¬ 
tended to at that time. As a result 
many people neglect to plant their trees 
or do not give the necessary time and 
attention to the work because they 
haven’t time. In the fall, work is not 
so pressing, they can give a little more 
time to tree planting and during the 
next two or three years an increased 
number of people will plant their home 
orchards during the fall months.

Planted Trees 

The growth of trees planted in the fall 
3 compared with the growth of trees 
planted in the spring is almost with¬ 
out exception much more rapid—quick 
early spring growth on newly planted 
trees is of great importance and this 
extra growth can always be insured by 
proper fall planting. In the spring 
every precaution must be used to pre¬ 
vent the roots drying out so they will go 
in the ground absolutely uninjured. 
Less precaution is required if planted 
during the fall since all conditions for 
planting are better and there is not half 
as much danger of trees being injured.

Permanent trees are apple. Semi-permanent 
trees are usually young bearing apple. Fillers 
may be either peach, cherry, plum or preferably 
young bearing apple. The trees are planted at 
20 ft. intervals giving 109 trees per acre. 



After The Temporary Fillers 
Have Been Removed 

This diagram shows the permanent trees and 
the semi-permanent trees after the fillers have 
been removed. The removal of the fillers usually 
takes place when the orchard is from 16 to 18 
years old. Fifty-four trees now remain on each 
acre and all trees are 28 ft, apart.

The Final Orchard— 
Permanent Trees Only 

This step shows the final orchard plan with the 
semi-permanent trees removed and the permanent 
trees 40 feet apart —27 trees to the acre. Removal 
of the semi-permanent trees may be delayed until 
a great many profitable crops have been produced 
by them. 


Ideal Filler Plan For Greater Profit 


A filler tree is considered only temporary and is planted 
to produce quickest, most profitable fruit crops until growth 
of the permanent trees requires the room the fillers occupy. 
During the life of the fillers they should produce from seven 
to ten or more profitable crops. The double filler method 
means that there are four trees to bear instead of one tree 
and this results in big, profitable production at a young age 
which puts the orchard on a big dividend paying basis very 


much sooner. During the years while the orchard is very 
young, cultivated crops can be grown between the rows. 

Removal of the fillers may be accomplished in the manner 
the diagrams above suggest. The semi-permanents will not 
necessarily need to be removed for twenty-five or thirty 
years. The removal of the fillers will change the direction 
of the rows temporarily (see diagram) but this change of 
direction of rows will make very little difference and may 
be a real benefit on account of stopping erosion or washing. 


How to Properly Plant Trees 


Handling Trees on Arrival 

Unpack trees just as soon as they arrive 
unless weather is freezing—in which 
case place box in cool, frost-proof build¬ 
ing or cellar until milder weather. 
When box is opened untie bunches, 
shake out all packing and if soil is in 
good condition plant at once. If ground 
is not ready, heel in until you are ready 
to plant the trees. Do not expose roots 
to sun, air, wind or frost. 

Heeling In Trees— 

drained location—preferably on a ridge. 
Dig a trench 2 feet deep, throwing soil 
forward to make a sloping bank, on 
which the trees are laid; throw a layer 
of soil on roots and whole length of tree, 
working soil in around roots. The re¬ 
moval of this soil forms another parallel 
trench in which second layer of trees 
may be placed. Bury trees carefully, 
never leave any air pockets in dirt be¬ 
tween roots or trees. Smooth sides and 
dig trenches to carry off water. 

Preparing The Land — 

Prepare the soil just as you would for 
any farm crop. Dig the holes DEEP 
and BIG enough to receive the roots 
without crowding or bending. Prune 
off broken and bruised roots with a 
sharp knife. 


PlantinfiT Trees— about 
1 i. rccs— 2 inches deep¬ 

er than it stood in nursery row. Throw 
in some of the loose soil first, working 
it well around the roots. Pound soil 
firmly around roots. Never put fertilizer 
or manure in the hole, but rather on the 
surface of the ground. 

If soil is dry, add several gallons of 
water. Leave 2 inches of loose un¬ 
trampled soil on top. 

Be sure to remove all wire labels or 
they will cut into the limbs. 


Pruning After Planting— 

If planted in Fall do not prune trees 
until Spring—before the growth starts. 
The one-year apple should be headed 
back to a height of 24 to 36 inches. 
In pruning the 2-year apple, select 3 to 
5 branches and remove all others. Cut 
branches back to about 12 inches. 
Pear should be pruned about like apple! 
Peach trees should be cut back 20 to 30 
inches high, and limbs cut back to stubs 
one or two inches long. The method 
of pruning Apricot and Plum is 
essentially the same as the Peach, but 
should not be so severe. Cherry re¬ 
quires moderate pruning. Keep dead 
wood cut out. After the first year 
prune only moderately. For complete 
pruning instructions see Stark Bro’s 
Guide to Profitable Orcharding which 
will be sent on request to Stark Bro’s 
customers.
